DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on March 16, 2009 has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 8-12 has been entered. 
Claims 1-7 are pending in the instant application. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last office 
action of January 16, 2009 is persuasive and therefore, the finality of that action is 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in Claim 1 , and specifically 
comprising the limitation of "conducting a thermal processing by volatilizing the solvent 
contained in the glass paste layer to provide a low melting point glass frame, forming a 
low heat resistant layer on the surface of the sealing substrate" including the remaining 
limitations. 

Regarding Claims 2-7, they are allowable for the reasons given in Claim 1 
because of their dependency status on Claim 1 . 

Examiner Note: Matsumoto, as modified by Takaoka, Dunham and Jaeger 
does not teach the specifically claimed order of conducting a thermal processing and 
then forming a low heat resistant layer. Although Matsumoto, Takaoka, Dunham and 
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Jaeger teach all the elements of the claim, they do not teach them in the order that is 
critical for the success of the operation.
